''T^flE chief objeclr. of the Society are to promote Ihe Arts, Manufactures, arid 
A Commerce of this Kingdom, by giving honorary or pecuniary Rewards, as 
seem to them best adapted to the case, for all such useful Invention's, Discoveries, 
and Improvements, (though not mentioned in this book) as tend to liiat pumose ; 
and, in pursuance of tiiis plan, Ihe Society have already expended many Thou- 
sand Pounds, advanced by voluntary suijscriptions of their members, and lega- 
cies bequeathed. 

'i'he Register of the Premiums and Bounties they have given, which may be 
seen at the SociErv's house in the Adelphi, will show the very great advantages 
which the Public have derived from this Institution. 

The meetings of the Society are held every Wednesday, at seven o'clock in the 
evening, fi-om the fourth Wedncsdm/ in October to the fiist Wednesday in June. 
The several Committees meet on other evenings in the week during the session, 
as particularly mentioned in their printed book of Rules and Orders. 

In order still farther to promote the laudable Views of the Society, it may be 
necessary to explain the mode by which members are elected. 

Each member has Ihe privilege, at the meetings of the Society, or by letter to 
(he Secretary, to propose any person who is desirous to become a member, pro- 
vided the proposal contains the name, with the full addition, and place of abode, 
of the proposed member, and !ssi_^ned by three members of the Society. 

Peers of the Realm or Lords of Parliament are, on their being proposed, im- 
mediately ballotted lor ; the names of other persons proposed to become mem- 
bers are to be delivered to the Secretary, read at the next meeting of the Society, 
and then inserted in lists which are hung up in the Society's room : they are bal- 
lotted for at the second following ordinary meeting. In both cases, if two-thirds 
of the members then voting ballot in their favour, they are deemed perpetual 
members upon payment of not less than Twenty Guineas in one sum, or subscrib- 
ing members upon payment of any sum not less than Two Guineas annually. 

All members are entitled to vote and assist in all the business of the Society, 
and the several Committees. The members have also the privilege of recommend- 
ing two persons as auditors at the meetings of the Society, and by addressing a 
note to the housekeeper, of introducing their friends to examine the various 
Models, Machines, and Productions, in different branches of Arts, Manufactures, 
and Commerce, for which rewards have been bestowed; also to inspect the 
magnificent series of moral and historical Paintings, executed by the late J. Barry, 
Esq. which, with some valuable Busts, Statues, &c. decorate the Great Room. 

Members have the use of the Society's Library, which is valuableand annu- 
ally increasing, from donations of scientific and useful books and engravings. 
Tlie Society are highly sensible of the great importance of such acquisitions, and 
are happy to record Ihem, with the names of the donors, in the Volume annually 
published of the Society's Transactions, to which the members are entitled. 

Ladies are eligible as members of the Society, to all the Privileges thereof, 
and are alone entitled to vote by proxy at elections, through the medium of any 
gentleman who is a member, on his producing a written authority for the same. 

The tiine appointed for admission, to ihe Paintings or Models, is from ten to two 
j'clock, Sundays and Wednesdays excepted.

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PREMIUMS IN AGRICULTURE. 

Article 1. Acorns. 

FOR having set between the first of Oc- 
tober, 1806, and the first of April, 1807, 
the greatest quantity of land, not less tlian 
ten acres, with acorns, with or without seeds, 
cuttings, or plants of otlier trees, at the op- 
tion of the candidate ; and for effectually 
fencing and preserving the same, in order 
to raise timber; the gold medal. 

2. For the second greatest quantity of 
land, not less than five acres, set agreeably 
to the above conditions ; the silver medal. 

Certificates of setting agreeably to the 
above conditions, and that there are not 
fewer than three hundred young oaks on each 
acre, to be delivered to the Society on or 
before tlie first Tuesday in December, 1808. 

3. Raising Oaks. To the person who 
shall have raised, since the year 1804, the 
greatest nuniber of oaks, not fewer than five 
thousand, either from young plants or acorns, 
in order to secure a succession of oak timber 
in this kingdom ; the gold medal. 

4. For the next greatest number, not fewer 
than three thousand ; the silver medal. 

Certificates that there were on the land, at 
least the number of young oak-trees requir- 
ed, in a thriving condition, two years after 
the planting, with an account of the methods 
pursued in making and managing the planta- 
tion, to be produced to the society on or be- 
fore the first Tuesday in January, 1809. 

5. Ascertaining THE bestMethodof 
RAISING Oaks. To the person who shall as- 
certain in the best manner, by actual expe- 
riments, the comparative merits of the dif- 
ferent modes of raising oaks for timber, ei- 
ther from acorns set on land properly dug or 
tilled, from acorns set by the spade or dib- 
ble, without digging or tillage, either on a 
smooth surface, or among bushes, fern, or 
other cover ; or from young plants previous- 
ly raised in nurseries, and transplanted ; re- 
gard being had to the expense, growth, and 
other respective advantages of the several 
methods ; the gold medal. 

The accounts, and proper certificates, that 
not less than one acre has been cultivated in 
each mode, to be produced to the Society 
on or before the first Tuesday in November, 
1808. 

6. Chesnuts. For having sown or set, 
between the first of October, 1806, and the 
first of April, 1807, the greatest quantity of 
land, not less than six acres, with Spanish 
chesnuts, with or without seeds, cuttings, or 
plants of other trees, adapted to such soil, 
at the option of the candidate ; and for ef- 
fectually fencing and preserving the same, 
in order to raise timber; the gold medal. 

7. For the second greater quantity, not 
less than four acres ; the silver medal. 

Certificates of sowing or setting, agreeably 
to the above conditions, and that there are 
not fewer than three hundred chesnut plants 
in a thriving state, on each acre, to be deli- 



vered to the Society on or before the first 
Tuesday in January, 1809. 

8. Elm. For having planted the greatest 
number of the English elm, not less than 
eight thousand, between the twenty-fourth 
of Jnne, 1806, and the twenty-foqrth of 
June, 1807 ; and for having effectually fenced 
and preserved the same in order to raise tim- 
ber ; the gold medal. 

9. For the second greatest number, not 
less than five thousand ; the silver medal. 

Certificates of having planted agreeably to 
the above conditions, that the plants were in 
a healthy and thriving state two years at 
least after making the plantation, and speci- 
fying the distance of the plants, to be deli- 
vered to the Society on or before the first 
Tuesday in April, 1809. 

10. Larch. For having planted out, be- 
tween (he twenty-fourth of June, 1805, and 
the twenty-fourtli of June, 1806, the great- 
est number of larch-trees, not fewer than 
five thousand, and for having effectually 
fenced and preserved the same in order to 
raise timber ; the gold medal. 

11. For the next greatest number, not 
fewer than three thousand ; the silver medal. 

Certificates of the nuniber of plants, that 
they were in a healthy and thriving state two 
years at least after tiiey were planted out, 
with a general account of the methods used 
in making the plantation, to be delivered to 
the Society on or before the last Tuesday in 
December, 1808. 

N. B. The larch-trees may be planted, 
either mixed with other trees, or by them- 
selves, as may best suit the convenience of 
the planter. 

12. Ash. For having sown or set, in the 
year 1805, the greatest quantity of land, not 
less than six acres, with ash for timber, with 
or without seed, cuttiugs, or plants, of such 
other trees as are adapted to the soil ; the 
gold medal. 

13. For the next greatest quantity, not less 
than four acres ; tlie silver medal. 

Certificates of the sowing or setting, agree- 
ably to the above conditions, that ftere are 
not fewer than six hundred ash plants on 
each acre, in a thriving and healthy condi- 
tion, two years at least after the sowing or 
setting, with a general account of the me- 
thods used in making the plantation ; to be 
delivered to the Society on or before the last 
Tuesday in December, 1808. 

N. B. It is the intenlitm of the Society, 
that such lands only as are not caleulatedfor 
the purposes of Husbandry, should be employ- 
ed for tlie purposes specified in these adver^ 
tisements. 

14. Forest TREES. To the person who 
shall have enclosed and planted, or set, the 
greatest number of acres (not less than ten) 
of land, that is incapable of being ploughed, 
such as the borders of rivers, the sides of 
pi-ecipices, and any land that has too many 
rocks, or that is not calculated to repay the 
expense of tillage, owing to the surface be- 
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ing too liilly, mountainous, or otiiciwise 
unfit for tillage, w'itli the best sorts offorest- 
tiecs, namely, oak, Spanisli cliesnuts, as!i, 
elm, beecli, alder, willow, larch, spruce, and 
silver (ir, with or without screens of Scotch 
lir, adapfed to the soil, and intended for tini- 
l.er-trees, between the tirstof October, 1805, 
and the first of April, 180ti; the gohlrnedal. 

15. For !!ie second greatest quantity of 
land, not less than seven acres ; the silver 
medal. 

A particular account of the methods used 
in making and managing the plantations, the 
nature of the soil, tlie'probable nnutber of 
each sort of plants, together with proper 
terti/icaten that they were in a healthy and 
thiiving slate two years at least after mak- 
ing the plantation, to be delivered to the 
Society on or before the first Tuesday in De- 
cember, 1808. 

JV. 8. With tlie above forest-trees, the 
seeds, cuttings, or plants, of such other trees 
as are adapted to the soil, and proper for un- 
derwood, may or may not be intermixed. 

The amdidatesforplanthiif all kimis of trees 
ure to produce certificates that the respective 
plantations are properly fenced and secured, 
<oid partimltirly to state tlie condition of the 
plants at the time of signing such certificates. 
Any information which the candidates for tjte 
foregoing jn-emiums may choose to communi- 
cate, reUitivc to the methods made use of in 
forming the plantations, or proinoting the 
growth of the several trees, or any other ub- 
servatiims that may have occurred on tlie sub- 
ject, will be thankfully received. 

16. SiiCt'itiNG PlantationsopTimber- 
Tr ees. Amy Heuge-Kows. To the person 
who shall give to the Society the most satis- 
factory account, founded on experience, of 
the most effectual and least expensive me- 
thod of securing young plantations of tim hcr- 
trecs, and hedge-rows, from hares aiul rab- 
bits, as well as sheep and larger cattle, which 
at the Siime time shall be least subject to the 
depredations of wood-stealers ; the silver 
medal. 

The accounts, and certificates of the effi- 
cacy of the method, to be produced to the 
Society on or before the first Tuesday in 
December, 1808. 

17. Co.vparative Culture of Wheat, 
broadcast, drilled, an i> dibbleb. for 
tlie best set of experiments, made on not less 
than twelve acres, four of which to be sown 
t)road- cast, four drilled, and foui- dibbled, the 
two latter in equidistant rows, in order fully 
to ascertain which is the most advantageous 
mode of cultivating wheat ; the gold medal. 

H: is required that every operation and ex- 
pense of each mode of cidture be fully de- 
scribed : and that proper certificates of the 
nature and condition of the land on which 
the experiments were made, together with an 
imoant of the produce of the corn, the 
w eight per bushel, and also of the straw, be 
produced to the .Society on or before the 
iirst Tijodiiy in February, 1809. 



18. Beans AND AVheat. To the pcison 
who shall have dibbled or drilled between 
the first of December, 1807, and the 1st of 
April, 1808, the greatest quantity of land, 
not less than ten acres, with beans, in equi- 
distant rows, and hoed the intervals twice 
or ofteuer, and shall have sown the same 
land with wheat in the autumn of the year 
1808 ; the gold medal. 

It is required that an account of the sort 
and ((iiantity of beans, the time of dibbling 
or drilling, and of reaping or mowing them, 
the produce per acre thrashed, the expense 
of dibbling or drilling, hand or horse hoeing, 
the distance of the rows, and the quality of 
the soil, together with certificates of "the 
number of acres, and that the land was af- 
terwards a<'lHally sown with wheat, be pro- 
duced on or before the second Tuesday iu 
March, 1809. 

19. Ueans. To the person who, in the 
year 1806, shall discover and cultivate, ei- 
ther by the drill or dibbling method, on not 
less than five acies, a species of horse-beans 
or tick-beans, that will ripen their seed* 
before the 21 st of August; the silver 
medal. 

It is required that a particular accoimt of 
the bean, the cultivation, and the expense 
attending it, with proper certificates of the 
nature and condition of the land on which 
the experiments were made, together with 
an account of the produce, the weight per 
Winchester bushel, and a sautple of not less 
than a peck, be produced to the Society on 
or before the first 'I'uesday in December, 
1808. It is apprehended that if a bean 
should be brought into cultivation with the 
habitsofllie hotspur, Orother early peas, that 
it would in a great measnre escape the dan- 
ger arisijig from the coUicr-inseCt, or other 
ii)SC(;ts, and allow more time for the farmers 
to till the land tor the subsequent crop 
of wheat. The accounts and ceitiflcates to 
be delivered on or before tlie first Tuesday 
in December, 1808. 

20. Parsnips. To the person who in the 
year 1808, shall cultivate the greatest quaii- 
tity of land, not less than five acres, with 
j)ai'snips, for the sole purpose of feeding cat- 
tle or sheep ; the gold medal. 

Certificates of the (|nantity of land so ciil- 
tivaUid, with a particular account of the na- 
ture of the soil and weight of the produce on 
sixteen perches, and also of the condition of 
the cattle or sheep fed with the' parsnips, and 
the advantages resulting from the practice, 
to be proihiccd to the Society on or before 
the second Tuesday in February, 1809. 

ai. Bo<-K Wheat. To the "person who 
shall cultivate the greatest quantity of land 
wilh buck wheat, not less than thirty acres ; 
the gold medal. 

It is required that the time of sowing and 
reaping be noti<;ed ; also a particular account 
of the species, cultivation, and expense at- 
tending it, the manner of reaping it, thrash- 
ing it, and housing the grain ; witli proper 
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oeHijlcates ot X\\e natuie and condition of tiie 
iaiid on which the experiments were made, 
and tlie name of the crop, if any, which the 
same laud bore the preceding year, together 
with an account of thi' produce, and a sam- 
ple of the seed, not less than a <|uart, b(! 
produced to the Society on or before the se- 
cond Tuesday in January, 1809. 

22. For the next gieatest ((oautity, not 
less than fifteen acres, on similar conditions ; 
the silver medal. 

Information respecting its application to 
the feeding of cattle, hogs, and poultry, and 
other of its uses, is also (lesired. It is luiown 
to be particularly serviceable in furnishing 
honey to b(;es. 

23. Raising Grass Seeds. To the per- 
son who shall raise the greatest quantity of 
each of any of the following named grass 
seeds, tiz. — Meadow fox-tail (alopecurus 
pratensis), sweet-scented vernal grass (an- 
thoxanlhum odoratuni), Timothy grass (phle- 
mn piatense), meadow fescue grass (festuca 
pratensis), smooth-stalked meadow grass 
(poa pratensis), rough-stalked meadow grass 
(poa trivialis) ; the silver medal. 

It is required that ccrfj^tato from persons 
who have viewe<l them in a proper state, to 
identify that tliey are one or other of the 
seeds above mentioned, indicating clearly 
the particular species, and noticing the quan- 
tity produced of such seeds, free from weeds 
or mixture of other grasses, together with 
proper samples of the seeds, be produced 
to the Society on or before the first day of 
February, 1309. 

24. PittsEttviNG Turnips. To the per- 
son who shall discover to the Society the best 
and cheapest metliod of preserving turnips 
perfectly sound, and in every respect fit for 
the purpose of supporting and fattening 
sheep and neat cattle during the months of 
February, March, and April ; the gold me- 
dal. 

It is required that a fidl and accurate ac- 
count of the method employed, and the ex- 
pense attending the process, together with 
certificates that the produce of four acres at 
the least have been preserved according to 
the method described, and applied to the 
feeding of sheep and neat cattle ; that tlie 
whole were drawn out of the ground before 
the first day of February, in order to clear 
the greater part of it previous to its being 
prepared for corn, and to save the spil i'rom 
being exhausted by tlie turnips ; and also of 
the weight of an average sixteen perches of 
the crop ; be produced to the Society on 
or before the first Tuesday in December, 
1808. 

25. 1''or the next in quantity and merit, on 
not less than two acres ; the silver medal. 

2(5. Preserving Cabbages. To the 
person who shall discover (q the Society the 
best and cheapest niethod of preserving 
drum-headed cabbages perfectly sound, and 
in every respect fit for the purpose of sup- 
porting and fattening sheep and neat cattl« 



during the nionihs of February, March, .ind 
April ; the gold medal. 

27. For tlie next in quantity and merit, 
on not less than two acres ; the silver medal. 

Conditions the same as lor preserving Im- 
nips. Art. 24. And the accmmt.i to be pro- 
duced on or before the tirst Tuesday in De- 
cember, 1800. 

28. PuiiSKnviNG CAitnoTS, I'ihsnips, 
OR Ukets. To the person who .shall disco- 
ver to the Society the best and cheapest nns 
thod of preserving carrots, parsnips, or 
be<^ts, perfectly sound, and in every respecl 
fit foi- the purpose of supporting hoi'scs, and 
fattening sheep and ni'at cattle, during the 
months of February, IMarch, anil April ; the 
gold medal. 

Conditions the same as for preserving tur- 
nips. Art. 24. And the accounts to be deli- 
vered in on or before the first Tuesday in 
December, 1808. 

29. For the next in q>iantity and merit, on 
not less than two acres ; the silver nnidal. 

30. PREsiiUviNG Potatoes. To the per- 
son who shall discover to the Society the 
best aiul cheapest metliod of preserving po- 
tatoes, two or more years, perfectly sound, 
without vegetating, and in every other re- 
spect fit for the purpose of sets and the use 
of the table, and consequently of support- 
ing and fattening cattle ; the gold medal, or 
thirty guineas. 

It is required that a full and accurate «c- 
cennt of the method cmjiloyed, and the ex- 
pense attending the process, witli certificates 
that on<5- hundred bushels at the least have 
been preserved according to the method de- 
scribed, and that one or more bu.sliels of the 
same potatoes have been set, and produced 
a crop without any apparent diminution of 
tlieir vegetative power, and also that they 
have been used at table, with entire satisfiic- 
tion to the person \vlio eat of them, together 
witji a sample of one busiicl, be sent to the 
Society on or before, the first Tuesday in 
December, J808. 

31. Forthenextgrcatcst quantity, notless 
tlian fifty bushels ; the silver medal. 

.32. ftlAKiNG Meadow -Hay in wet 
Weather. To the person who shall dis- 
cover to the Society the best and cheapest 
method, superior to any hitherto practised, 
of making meadow-hay in wet weather ; the 
gold medal. 

A fidl account of the method employed, 
and of the expense attending the process, 
with not hss than fifty-six pounds of theliay ; 
and certificates that at least the produce of 
.six acres of land has been made according to 
the method described, and that the whole is 
of equal quality with the sample ; to be 
produced on or before the first Tuesday in 
jfanuary, 1008, 

33. FUrvhstinc Corn in wet Wea. 
ther. To the person who .shall discover to 
the Society tlie best and cheapest niethod, 
superior to any bit herto practised, of harvest- 
ing corn in wet weather j the gold medal. 
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A full account of the method employed, 
and of the expense attending the process, 
with not less than two sheaves of the corn, 
and ctTtificatcs that at least the produce of 
ten acres lias been harvested according to 
the method described, and that the whole is 
of equal quality with the samples, to be 
produced on or before the first Tuesday in 
January, 1809. 

34. Gaining Land FROM THE Sea. To 
the person who shall produce to the Society 
an account, verified by actual experiment, 
of his having gained the greatest quantity of 
land from the sea, not less than fifVy acres, 
on the coast of Groat Britain or Ireland ; the 
gold medal. 

Certifiaitcn of the quantity of land, and 
that the experiments were begun after the 
first of January, 1802, to be produced to 
the Society on or before the last Tuesday 
in November, 1808. 

.'35. The same premium is extended one 
year farther. 

Certificates to be produced on or before 
the last Tuesday in November, 1809. 

30. iMPitoviNC Land lying waste. 
For the most satisfactory account of the best 
method of imj)roving any of the following 
soils, being land lying waste oi- uncnltivated, 
«fa. clay, gravel, sand, chalk, peat-earth, and 
bog, verified by experiments on not less tlian 
fifty acres of land ; the gold medal. 

37. I'or the next greatest qnantity, not 
less than thirty acres • the silver medal. 

It is required, that the land, before such 
improvement, be absolutely unciUtivated, 
and in a great measure useless, and that, in 
its improved state, it be enclosed, cultivated, 
and divided into closes. 

Certificates of the number of acres, of the 
quality of the land so improved, with a full 
account of every operation and expense at- 
tending such improvement, the state it is in 
as to the proportion of grass to arable, and 
the average value thereof, to be produced 
on or before the fust Tuesday in February, 
1809. 

38. Mandres. For the most satisfactory 
set of experiments, to ascertain the compara- 
tive advantages of the following manures, 
used as top <lressings on grass and corn land, 
vir.. soot, coal-ashes, woodaslics, lime, gyp- 
sum, night-soil, or any other fit article ; the 
gold medal. It is required that the above 

. experiments be inade between two or more 
of the above-mentioned manures, and that 
no less than two acres of land be dressed 
with each raannrc. 

An account of the natiue of the soil, quan- 
tity, and expense of the manure and crops, 
with certificates, to be produced on or be- 
fore the last Tuesday in February, 1809. 

39. Raising AVater for the Irriga- 
tion OF L»NB. To the pei-son who shall 
discover to the Society the cheapest and 
most effectual method of raising water in 
quantities sufficient to be beneficially em- 
ployed for the purpose of irrigating laud, su. 
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perior to, and cheaper than any other me- 
thod now in use ; the gold medal, or fifty 
guineas. 

A model, on a scale of one inch to a 
foot, with cerlijicates that a machine at 
large, on the same constniction, has been 
nsed, specifying the qnantity of water deli- 
vered in g-allons per hour, and the height to 
which it was raised, to be produced to the 
Society on or before the first of March, 
1809. 

40. Paring Plough. To the person 
who shall invent and produce to the Society 
a machine or plough for the purpose of 
paring land preparatory to burning, superior 
to any hitherto known, or in use for such 
purpose, and to be worked by not more than 
one man and two horses ; tlie silver medal, 
or twenty piineas. 

The machine, and certificates that at least 
three acres have been pared by it in a pro- 
per manner, to be produced to the Society 
on or before the first of January, 1809. 

41. Machine for Dibbling Wheat. 
To the pei-son who shall invent a machine, 
superior to any hitherto known or in use, to 
answer the purpose of dibbling wheat, by 
which the holes for receiving the grain may 
be made at eqnal distances and proper 
depths ; the silver medal and ten guineas. 

Tlie machine, with certificates that at least 
three acres have been dibbled by it, to be 
produced to the Society on or before the se- 
cond Tuesday in January, 1809. 

42. Machine for Reaping ok Mow- 
ing Corn. For inventing a machine to an- 
swer the purpose of mowing or reaping 
wheat, i-ye, barley, oats, or beans, by which 
it may be done more expeditiously and 
cheaper than by any method now practised, 
provided it docs not shed the corn or pulse 
more than the methods in common practice, 
and that it lays the straw in such a manner 
that it may be easily gathered up for bind- 
ing ; the gold medal. 

The machine, with certificates that at 
least three acres have been cut by it, to 
be produced to the Society on or before 
the second Tuesday in December, 1808. 
Simplicity and cheapness in the construc- 
tion of this and the preceding machine, 
will be considered as principal parts of their 
merit. 

43. Thrashing Machine. To the per- 
son who shall invent a machine by which 
corn of all sorts may be thrashed more expe- 
•litiously, effcctnally, and at a less expense, 
than by any method now in use ; the gold 
medal. 

The machine, or a model, with proper 
certificates that snch a machine has been 
usefully applied, tliat at least thirty quarters 
have been thrashed by it, and of tlie time 
employed in the operation, to be produced 
to the Society on or before the last Tuesday 
in February, 1809. 

44. Destroying the Grub of the 
CoCKCH.\FER. To the person who shall dis- 
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:(,eover to the Society an effectual melliod, ve- 
rified by repeated and satisfactory trials, of 
destroying the grub of tlie cockchafer, or of

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CONDITIONS 

FOR TUB POI^riK ARTS. 

All the claims under this class are to be 
produced to the Society on or beiore the last 
Tuesday in February. 1 GO!.' ; and no other ar- 
ticles in the class of I'olite Ai ts to be admit- 
ted into the Society with a view to bounties 
after the last Tuesday in March. 

No peison who has giiiued the first pre- 
miimi in any class shall he admitted a <;an- 
didatc in a class of an inferior age; and no 
candidate shall receive more than one pre- 
miinn in one year. 

No peison shall he admitted a candidate 
in any class, who has already obtained the 
first premium in that class. 

No more than one performance in any 



class shall be received from the s»me can- 
didate. 

All performances (to vnhicli preminms or 
bounties are adjudged) shall remain with the 
Society till after the first Wednesday in J nne, 
when they will be redelivered, unless men- 
tioned in the Premiums to the contrary. 

No performance shall be admitted, that 
has obtained a premium, reward, or gratifi- 
cation, from any other society, or academy, 
or been otFered for that purpose. 

All performances that obtain premiums in 
the Polite Arts nnist have been begun after 
the )>ubIication of such premiums, except 
line engravings. 

It is required, that the matters for wliicli 
|>reminms are offered, be delivered in with- 
out names, or any intimation to whom they 
belong ; that each particnlar thing be marked 
in what manner each claimant thinks fit, such 
claimant sending with it a paper sealed up, 
having on the outside a corresponding mark, 
and on the inside the claimant's name, resi- 
dence, and age ; which paper is not to be 
opened unless the candidate be successfiil, 
or by a special vote of the Society.

forded as cheap as cloth of equal ipialily and 
appeaiancc now made fiom hemp, flax, or 
cotton, and nuich finer in quality than any 
hitherto manufactured in England from hop- 
stalks, &c. ; the gold medal, or thirty gui- 
neas. 

One pound of the thread of which the 
cloth is made, and thirty yards of the cloth, 
together with proper certificates that the 
whole is manufactured from hop stalks or 
bines, &c. to be produced to the Society on 
or before the first Tuesday in December, 
1808. 
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if. B. The Society is already in the pos- 
session of cloth made in England from hop- 
stalks or bines, which may be inspected by 
application to the Housekeeper, 

• 118. Hogs' Bristles. To the person 
who shall prepare the greatest quantity of 
bristles, from swine bred in the united king- 
doms, equal in quality to those imported from 
Russia or Prussia, and at as cheap a rate ; 
the silver medal, or fifteen guineas. 

Certificates, that nut less Uian one hundred 
weight have been so prepared, and a sample 
of not less tliau fourteen pounds of such 
bristles, to be produced to the Society on or 
before the last Tuesday in February, 1809.

wish to include every usefiil sort of paper, 
and to introduce such natural products as 
can be easily and cheaply procured in great 
quantities. Tlie Society are in possession of 
two volumes containing a great variety of 
specimens of paper made from raw vegetable 
substances, viz, nettles, potatoe-haulm, pop- 
lar, hop-bines, &c, which volumes may be 
inspected by any person on application to 
the Housekeeper. 

Certificates of the making such paper, and 
one ream of the paper, to be produced on 
or before the second Tuesday in Januarv.

122. Transparent Paper. To the per-

124. For the next in merit; the silver 
medal, on similar conditions. 

125. Copper-plate Patterns forCa- 
lico-Printers. Foi' the best pattein, in 
a new style, fit for the purposes of calico- 
printers for garment work, or furniture; the 
silver medal. The pattern for which the pre- 
mium is adjudged to remain the property of 
tlie Society.

PREMIUMS IN MECHANICS.

didates may be assured the Society will ^ways judge liberally of their several claims.

All candidates are to lake notice, that no claim for a premium will be attended to, un- 
less the conditions of the advertisement are fully complied with. 

All models of machines, which obtain prcmiimis or bounties, shall be the property of 
the .Society ; and, where a prenunm or bonnty is given for any machine, a perfect model 
and description tliereof shall be given to the Society. 

All the premiuiiis of this Society are designed for Great IJritain'aud Ireland, unless ex- 
pressly mentioned to the contrary. 

The claims sliall be determined as soon as possible after the delivery of the specimens. 

It is expected that all articles forclaims or bounties be sent to the Society, carriage paid. 

No person shall receive any premium, bounty, or encouragement, from the Society, for 
any nrattcr for which he has obtained, or purpos(-s to obtain, a patent, or for which ho has 
obtained, or expicts any premium or reward Irom any other Society. 

A candidate for a premium, or a person applying for a bounty, being detected in any 
disingenuous method to impose on the Society, sliall (brfeit such bounty, and be deemed 
incapable of obtiiiunig any for the future. 

No member of this Society shall be a candidate for, or entitled to receive, any pre- 
mium, bounty, or reward whatsoc^vcr, except llic honorary medal of the Society. The 
candidates arc, in all cases, expected to furnish a particular aceoimt of the subjectof their 
claims; and where certificates are required to be produced in claim of premiums, they 
should be expressed, as nearly as possible, in the words of the respective advertisements, 
and be signed by persons who have a positive knowledge of the facts stated. 

AVhere premiums or bounties arc obtained in consequence of specimens prodnced, the 
Society mean to retain sjich part of those specimens as they may judge necessary, making 
a reasonable allowance for the same. 

No candidal/!, not a member, shall be present at any meetings of the Society or com- 
mittees, or admitted at the Society's rooms, after they have delivered in their claims, until 
such claims are adjudged, unless summoned by the Committee.
